A more Sensible Approach 


9ince the US-China normalization of relations， 
there'”ve been marked changes in the community's 
attitude towards the Peoples Republic of China. In 
addition to changes made by the American govern- 
ment，Chinese Americans can readily see the changes 
inside China. After - 30 years, including a decade of 


darkness,，China is slowly returning to law and order 


and is taking a responsible position in the world 
comImunity， 

We are approaching two important dates which 
have great significance in Chinese history: October 
10 commemorating the 1911 Wuchang uprising 
which led to the overthrow of the Ch'ing Dynasty and 
the foundqing of the Republic of China under Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen; and October 1 commemorating the 
founding of the People's Republic in 1949 under the 
Chinese Communist Party. 

For many years in our community it was imnpossible 
to hold public meetings to celebrate the national day 
of the Peoples Republic. In recent years，especially 
after the signing of the Shanghai Communique in 
1972， although public meetings were held by 
Supporters of Beijing，they were _ challenged by 
Nationalist supporters who reserved the favorite site 
in Chinatowna 一 the Portsmouth Square 一 for memor- 
ial meetings. Some Portsmouth Square meetings were 
disrupted by intruders. 

The changing political scenes should make clear to 
both Beijing and Taipei supporters that 让 would be 
senseless to engage in confrontations ip the US Each 
group should have the freedom to celebrate October 1 
or October 10 separately. 

To Chinese. Americans who value friendship and 
understanding between the Chinese and the 
American peoples, engaging in partisan-battles would 
merely show the larger community how petty and 
cliquish we are， We would rather look at both 
October 1] and October 10 as important dates in the 
recent history of 'China. We will not pit one date 
against the other，nor should we put one group of 


Chinese Americans against the other， We look 


forward to the day whbhen the Chinese leaders ip 
Beijing and Taipei can work together for the benefit 
of the people . If the divisiveness in our community 
should end one day, i ，will be agood omen forthe
